It is clear to all that the pulpit of 
the Catholic church is never to be the 
rostrum 
where 
laymen, 
or 
even 
priests, may instruct their hearers on 
punkie 
civic 
questions. 
Th-* pulpit 
in the chair where, as teachers, we 
follow 
the 
injunct lop 
of 
Chris*, 
“ teaching them to observe all thine * 
whatsoever I have commanded.” Tile 
little tim** we have at Masses on Sun- 
day is all too short for instruction in 
the divine truths of Revelation whic!i 
we are to believe and for t h e explnnn* 
lion of the 
moral 
code 
of 
Chr'st 
which we are to put in practice. 
Tho Catholic pulpit is never will­ 
ing to consider novelties: 
It 
never 
seeks to attract by being sensationcl* 
it is never a forum for the discussion 
of politics; 
it 
never 
recommends 
politcal parties or political aspirants 
for office. 
The Catholic, pulpit ' a n ­ 
not become either the 
medium 
of 
publicity or propaganda for the many 
worthy projects which Catholic citi ­ 
zens should espouse and support. 
It 
has more than It can possibly do in 
these days when so little importune" 
is attached to the things we should 
believe, and when men have so little 
sense of moral values

cause they believe little. 
The fact 
that God has revealed truths In order 
that man should believe them gets 
too little consideration in our day.

admires them.

Minnesota has little to boast about from an educational stand­ 
point and, after passing through an educational week in which 
the needs of the state were stressed, it seems unfortunate that the 
meeting of the school hoards of the slate recommended methods 
of retrenchment that are clearly out of line with the proposals 
made by those who are intent upon having the state’s educational 
standards raised. 
In the meeting of the boards held last week 
the teachers cam*- in for a great deal of attention. Not only are 
they to be requested to teach tor less pay; they arc to teach mor** 
Students for less pay and atle! more supervision to their onorous 
duties for less pay. 
Therefore, the teachers are to be penalized 
because the state has failed to perfect methods by which the edu­ 
cational system may be brought up to a high standard, and to ef­ 
fect those economies that would make possible this high standard 
without over-burdening the taxpayers. 
It is unlikely, however, that those who pay the taxes are im­ 
pressed by the fact that the teachers receive more compensation 
than they arc entitled to. 
There are always those who conclude 
that unless a person works with his hands he is not entitled to a 
high rate of compensation. 
These are among those thoughtless 
persons who have never considered the amount of time and money 
that the teacher is required to invest in education before meeting 
the requirements the state demands of teacher!. 
lf it is claimed that there are some teachers in our rural com­ 
munities, whose educational equipment is not of a high standard, 
and that these are receiving more than their due, it must he re­ 
membered that the standard will not be raised but lowered by re­ 
ducing the pay that rural teachers receive. 
When the pay of teachers is compared with the wages of 
others, who have not been req u im! to undergo the expense of a 
normal school course or a college education, it soon appears that 
our teachers are not receiving more than that to which they are 
entitled, 
Hut society is always inclined id pauperize its inst rue-* 
tors while giving fortunes to pugilists and baseball players. 
The destiny of these United States is largely in the hands oft 
our educators. 
Our present educational system is not up to tile 
highest standard, and this standard will never lie attained by re­ 
ducing the pay of instructors, by asking them to teach more 
scholars than they can teach successfully, or by placing the bur­ 
den of supervision upon those who do the teaching. 
If our cost of living were falling rapidly there would la* an 
excuse for such a recommendation, but when the recommendation 
was made the cost of living was rising again. And even with a r e ­ 
duced cost of living there are many who believe that teachers are 
not overpaid. When these see some of the magnificent schools that 
ornament our northern towns and are out of all proportion to the 
requirements of the community, representing an outlay thut would 
make a Rockefeller think twice, they are not ready to destroy the 
efficiency of our educational system by reducing the pay of teachers 
and by loading them with work that would make efficient instruc­ 
tion imposisble. 
We need less costly construction and well-paid 
instructors more than we need palatial buildings and ill-equipped 
teachers. 
We had better reorganize the system efficiently than 
take an economic short cut to a lower educational standard.

Living for the satisfaction of the present, 
he was nerved to kill a young woman who resented his Attention 
and, having killed her, to look upon the affair as merely incidental, 
and, when he had been sentenced, to await his fate with a bravado 
that showed a contempt for the social and other laws that he had 
violated. 
Depicting as the virtue of heroism what was really iii» vicious 
indifference of a murderer who cared not for God or man, is not 
calculated to help our youths who see only the fact that he went 
to his execution with a firm tread. Better far is the man of whom 
conscience maxes a coward than the inhuman brute who, sen­ 
tenced to die, goes to his death callously indifferent to the verdict 
of society or his Maker. 
Society cannot afford to make a hero out of a coward who 
brutally murdered a girl helpless against his brutal strength. We 
haw heald too much ol the indifference to their fate of subnormal 
beings whose attitudes have no relation to normal human life, but 
while this is seen by adult minds youth may be impressed by the 
bravado of a subnormal wretch.

He can understand 
how7 owners of automobiles would like to see 
the price of gasoline and oil come down. Se 
can understand how a man like La Follette 
would seek the approval of’the millions of 
automobile owners in this country by shout­ 
ing that they are being robbed, ana promising 
to stop it. But he believes too much in the 
intelligence of automobile owners to think 
they will seek lower prices of gasoline by 
destroying the most efficient producer and 
distributor of gasolines

“It would not only be folly to bring that 
about because of its immediate effect, but be­ 
cause of its future effect. The Standard Oil 
companies are doing more to establish hew 
sources of supply outside this country for 
American consumption than any other busi­ 
ness we know. 
They have prospectors and 
engineers and financiers working throughout 
the world to obtain wells. Are we so lacking 
in intelligence that we would destroy a con­ 
cern which is seeking to provide for our needs 
after our domestic supplies are exhausted? 
“ There is but one suggestion in the entire 
report that appears sane and reasonable. 
That is the one for 'prohibition or regulation 
of export That is worthy of consideration 
and study. 
It might be advisable, though 
even then we would have to consider possible 
retaliations and the question of whether it 
would be wise to cut off such a portion of 
our foreign trade.
